ILLEGAL DECLARE 
NATIONALISTS 


Rabat, Oct. 21. 
Nationalist !stiqlal 
of ex-Sultan Ben 
Youssef, today rejected the new- 
constituted Throne Council on the grounds 
that it had no legal authority. 

The four-member Throne Council 
was set up earlier this month to form 
a new. government and _ bring about 
constitutional reforms in Morocco. 

The Istiglal Executive Committee issued a 
communique tonight stating that while not opposed 
to the setting up of a Throne Council as such, they 
considered that the present body was not legally 
constituted. 

The communique complained that the Council 
was called into being by a mere declaration by the 
107-year-old, Grand Vizier, El Mokri, who in 
quoting ex-Sultan Ben Arafa (successor to Ben 
Youssef) in his terms of reference was therefore 
prolonging the existence of an illegal regime in the 
country. :

_ The communique went -on to say that thi 
“could not support a system which has, already“ shown 
itself incupable of dispelling doubts and creating a péaceful 
ce indispensable for the success of all future under- 
tukings. : . 

The Istiqlal declaration went on to say that it viewed 
the Throne Council] as a “provisional” but “necessary” 
institutian pending a final decision on the problem’ of the 
Throne. . 

It called for the opening of further Franco-Moroccan 
talks té which it pledged “Its loyalty and sincerity". 

It concluded with an appeal to liberal opinion in France 
that “past errors should be repaired without delay” so that 
cuntidence could be restored and a_new era of liberty and 
prosperity for all be established ,.—France-Presse. :

Sleep is a state of complete 
reioxation with reduction In 
most life activities and total 

of sme, Therefore, 
anything which — requires con- 
centration, such as the de- 
termination to gct to sleep or 
the mental exercises of count- 
ing, is not good 

Much of so-called insomnia ts 
not Insomnia at all, It is rather 
the fear of the consequence of 
lust slcep. There need be no 
fear that the norma! person will 
remain sleepless long enough to 
do him harm. When he really 
requires sleep he will sleep no 
matter how hard he tries to stay 
uwake. . 

The physiology of slecp has. 
been studicd by many invesilga- 
tors but none has yet arrived at 
a compicte explanation for this 
strange phenomena in which 
there is unconscigusness, Iowtr- 
ing of oll the perceptions and u 
reduction in basic activities such 
us breathing, heartbeat and thw 
continuous chemical processes 
which we call metabolism. 


SLEEP MECHANISM 


It is definitely known that 
there is a sleep mechanism with 
a sleep centre located In the 
lower portion of the brain, This 
is demonstrated by the fact that 
there are certain diseases, mentai 
in character, in which wakeful- 
neas {gs a characteristic. Also, 
the symptoms of many mental 
disturbanees sre worse Inthe 
morning, Those ‘who fight 
through a hard night for sleep 
and ilnally fall into a deep un. 
consciousness os if they, were 
drugget usually wake a few 
hours Inter unrefreshed and 
gonerally focling very bad. The 
accumulation of fatigue products 
in the body and particularly In 
the brain produces slocpiness,

advantage of: drowsiness when- 


ever tt occurs and do thelr sleep. - 
lug then, Those who have. difl-.
